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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention claims a system for providing a delay 
closure for a normally closed circuit of a battery-powered device. A Hall effect transistor or a 
reed switch is held open by the presence of magnetic field held in place by material that is 
dissolved at a predetermined pH level. Such claimed invention, in combination with the claimed 
limitations of claim 1, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
